Upright  Junipers,  Pyramidal  Arborvitses  Ret- 
inosporas,  and  other  evergreens  of  like  habit 
are  used  to  advantage.  Shade  is  furnished  by 
Maples  on  either  side,  and  the  hedge  gives  a 
sense  of  privacy.  Modest  in  its  cost,  this  little 
landscape  plan  adds  a tidy  sum  to  the  actual 
value  of  the  property.

Purple  Callicarpa  ( Callicarpa  purpurea).  White  flowers  in  August  and  Sep- 
tember, followed  by  purple  fruits. 

Japanese  Barberry  (Berberis  Tbunbergi).  Low-growing  shrub  with  small 
foliage  which  turns  to  red  in  autumn.  Scarlet  fruits  are  attractive  during  entire 
winter. 

Dwarf  Juneberry  ( Amelancbier ).  White  flowers  in  early  spring,  followed  by 
purple  colored  fruit. 

Chokeberry  ( Aron'ia ).  Flowers  white  in  midsummer,  followed  by  black  fruits. 

Coralberry  ( Sympboncarpos ).  Covered  in  midsummer  with  light  red  flowers; 
brilliant  berries  in  autumn. 

Snowberry  ( Sympboricarpos  racemosus ).  White  or  pink  flowers,  followed  by 
white  berries  which  hang  all  winter. 

Highbush  Cranberry  (Viburnum  opulus).  Scarlet  berries  which  remain  all 
winter  follow  the  wLite  flow  ers  of  early  summer. 

Arrowwood  ( Viburnum  dentatum).  Creamy  white  flowers  in  early  summer 
with  blue-black  berries  in  autumn. 

Bush  Honeysuckle.  White  or  yellowish  flowers,  followed  by  bright  red  berries 
which  mature  in  early  autumn. 

Flowering  Crabapple  ( Malus  niedzwetzkyana) . Red  flowers  in  early  spring. 
Both  leaves  and  fruit  turn  to  red  in  autumn. 

Regel  Privet  ( Ligustrum  regelianurn) . Sprays  of  white  flowers  in  midsummer, 
with  black  fruit  in  autumn.
